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Boy Makes Medical History 


But There’s Still More Work to be Done

PHILADELPHIA 
(UPI) 
— C h ris to p h e r Wall J r . 
doesn’t know it yet, but he 
has m ade m edical history. 
Of 64 cases recorded in the 
past 300 years, Christopher 
is the first infant to have 
lived m ore than two days 
with ectopia cordis — his 
heart developed outside his 
chest. 
C h ris to p h e r w as th r e e 
months old 
recently. 
His 
heart, which at birth sat on 
top of his chest fully ex ­ 
posed, has been covered with 
skin 
a n d 
g ra d u a lly 
is 
receding into his chest. 
Dr. N aresh C.V. Saxena, 
head of an eight-m em ber 
surgical team at Children’s 
Hospital, says Christopher’s 


chances 
for 
survival 
are 
“ pretty good.” 
Publicity surrounding the 
in f a n t’s 
r a r e 
condition 
resulted in several job in­ 
te rv ie w s for his 
fa th e r, 
Christopher Wall Sr., 23, who 
w as unem ployed at the time. 
Wall, of Berlin, N.J., is now 
an 
in v e s tig a to r 
for 
the 
Cam den, N.J. district attor­ 
ney’s office. 
Christopher’s 
20-year-old 
m other, Teresa, gave birth 
Aug. 
IO at Garden 
State 
C o m m u n ity 
H o spital 
in 
Marlton, N.J. Doctors kept 
the infant alive by placing a 
salt and w ater solution on h is . 
heart to keep it moist. 
When Christopher arrived 
at 
C h ild re n ’s 
H ospital, 
S a x en a , u n f a m ilia r with 


such a ra re case, went to the 
hospital library in the hope 
of finding some guidance in 
perform ing 
the operation. 
The library was closed. 
The infant had only a short 
tim e to live, so the doctors 
went ahead with the surgery. 
Four tim es they tried to 
cover the heart with skin, 
but w ere unsuccessful. 
“ On the fifth go aro u n d ,” 
Saxena said. “We grabbed 
the skin 
and w rapped it 
around. 
“ We opened up the pleural 
cavities on both sides to see 
if we could place the h eart in 
one or the other. But there 
was no room ,” Saxena said, 
e x p la in in g 
C h r is to p h e r ’s 
lungs had inflated to take up 
the room left by heart. 


Christopher has been on a 
r e s p ir a to r 
sin c e 
th e 
operation. Saxena said his 
“heart is stuck to the skin 
and he is unable to breathe 
on his own for m ore than a 
couple of days. 
“ T he 
h e a r t 
is 
less 
prominent now than on the 
first day of the operation,” 
he said. “ As he grows there 
will be m ore space for the 
heart to go in. H e’s doing 
much better these days.” 
C h r i s t o p h e r 
h a d 
pneum onia 
but 
recovered 
from it. However, he c a n 't be 
kept on the resp irato r m uch 
longer 
because 
it 
has 
a 
te n d e n c y 
to 
p ro d u c e 
diseases in the lungs. The 
child also w as born without a 
sternum — the breastbone of 


c a r tila g e 
co n n ectin g 
a 
person’s ribs — so he cannot 
breathe normally. 
Dr. Robert G. Kettrick, an 
anesthesiologist, said until 
Christopher can breathe on 
his own, “ we haven’t done a 
whole lot for him .” 


Kettrick said a stability 
operation will be perform ed 
w hen 
C h ris to p h e r’s 
six- 
pound birth weight doubles. 
He weighs about 8 12 pounds 
now. 
Bone will be placed above 
an d below 
C h ris to p h e r’s 
heart and attached to either 
side of his rib cage. Then a 
sternum 
will 
be built 
to 
protect the heart, which has 
no protective cover at this 
time. 


Both Saxena and Kettrick 
are optim istic Christopher 
will 
pull 
th ro u g h 
th e 
operations and live a norm al 
life. 
If he does, he’ll 
m ake 
medical history again.

Aid May Come 


WASHINGTON (U P I)-W ith o u t saying so, President 
Ford appears to have agreed to federal aid to help New York 
City — and to be taking credit for saving the city from 
bankruptcy. 
The general expectation is that within a week or so, atter 
negotiations between and am ong Albany, M anhattan, the 
White House and Congress, there will be signed legislation 
providing the federal billions that will be needed to p reserve 
solvency in the city. 
Washington’s aid would still be needed under a $1.4 billion 
rescue plan—“ the last chance to avoid default by New York 
City”—New York Gov. Hugh Carey said before leaders of 
his sta te’s legislature Thursday. 
Legislative sources said the governor proposed m assive 
increases in state and local taxes, budget cuts, a freeze on 
salaries for state workers and a plan to delay repaym ent of 
debts to city bondholders. If the fiscal m easures are a p ­ 
proved at an em ergency session of the legislature the sales 
tax could rise to 9 per cent in the state and IO per cent in New 
York City. 


Workers Free Minister 


LISBON, Portugal (UPI) — Thousands of Communist-led 
workers, shouting “victory, victory,” freed Prim e Minister 
Jose Pinheiro de Azevedo today, ending a 36-hour siege at his 
residence in exchange for higher wages. 
The beleaguered prim e minister bowed to the salary 
dem ands of the striking construction workers shortly before 
dawn, but refused to give in to calls for the ouster of his labor 
minister. 
A governm ent spokesm an said Azevedo “accepted the 
wage proposals” of the jubilant w orkers and agreed to 
launch “ an investigation of the Labor Ministry.” 
“ United we shall overcom e.” the w orkers chanted as word 
of the agreem ent reached the crowded streets surrounding 
the prim e m in ister’s Sao Bento Palace. 
The trium phant workers then staged an impromptu vic­ 
tory m arch through Lisbon, waking up resi$ep.ts of the 
Portuguese capital with honking horns.

Azevedo agreed to dem ands for raising the salary of 
journeym an construction workers from $265 to $308 a month. 
But he refused to fire Labor Minister Tomas Rosa.
